Legume hay, such as alfalfa, red 
clover, or soybean, is a splendid 
roughage for pregnant ewes. 
T his 
feed is not only high in protein 
but also carries considerable m in eral 
m a tte r w hich is needed by th e ewes. 
Corn silage or roots can be profit­ 
ably included in the la tte n as they 
add succulence, a desirable quality 
of the feed a t this tim e. S heepm en 
are cautioned against feeding frozen 
or 
moldy 
silage. 
B reeding 
ewes 
should receive not m ore th a n 2 or 
2 ’l* pounds of silage daily u n til afte r , 
th e lam bs are born 
T im othy hay is a poor roughage 
for sheep unless cut early, H artm a n j 
says. 
If it is necessary to feed a 
high percentage of tim othy in the 
roughage, a grain m ixture co n tain - I 
ing b ran and oil m eal should be fed 
in addition. 
W hen corn silage and legum e hay 
are available, no grain should be 


necessary until nearly lam bing tim e. 
The am ount of grain fed should be 
determ ined by th e ju d g m en t of th e 
shepherd, depending upon the con­ 
dition of th e flock. 
Salt, fresh w ater, an d plenty of 
exercise for th e ewes also are es­ 
sential for a good lam b crop.

Mexico City, Dec. 23. — President 
Lazaro Cardenas, of Mexico, In an 
interview Tuesday, reaffirmed his 
government’s determination to help 
Mexico’s working classes better their 
standard of living. 
He defended his policy of expro­ 
priating and dividing gTeat landed 
estates because of its “benefits to 
the people,’’ but assured foreign in­ 
vestors they need not fear lack of 
guarantees in Mexico. 
It was the first formal interview 
the Mexican executive had granted 
any foreign newspaper man regular­ 
ly assigned to this country in the 
two years since he took office De ­ 
cember I, 1936. 
F’arm Workers Thankful 
While he talked to this cone- i 
spondent about his problems of the 
past and plans for the future, hun­ 
dreds of the farm workers his ad­ 
ministration had given land, their 
annual convention in Mexico City 
just adjourned, waited outside his 
office to express their gratitude 
President Cardenas spoke freely 
and fully of th** agrarian program, 
the new, sweeping expropriation law, 
Mexico’s attitude toward 
foreign 
capital, the religious question, pub­ 
lic words and government finance. 
"We are trying precisely, to aid 
the working class," he said, “within 
the limitations of the possibilities of 
Industry, taking always into consid­ 
eration the necessity of capital as 
well as those of labor.’’ 
Explains Expropriation law 
That aim will be furthered, the 
executive rt marked, by the law of 
expropriation 
congress 
recently 
passed at his behest, which greatly 
broadens the governments powers 
to take over private property. 
“There is no country, he said, 
"that does not have its law of ex­ 
propriation 
“Naturally, every nation must have 
legislation to facthtate the carrying 
out of its program, its social pro­ 
gram as well as its public works 
program .” 
Admitting provisions of the bill 
stirred alarm among business men 
here, President Cardenas contended 
this feeling had disappeared now' 
that the law' was actually on the 
books. 
Owners Indemnified 
"The law tends to let the govern­ 
ment take over sources of production 
which are inactive," he added. “In 
the case of an idle (industrial» 
plant, the government must find the 
way to bring It into activity and 
then the government applies the law, 
making provision for pavment (in­ 
demnity; in accordance with the law 
itself." 
In 
conversation 
recently 
with 
United States Ambassador Josephus 
Daniels, the President recalled, he 
assured him that "Mexico looked 
with gratitude upon persons having 
capital they wished to invest in the 
country, giving them every class of 
guarantees within the law." 
He decided Mexican legislation 
governing industry "offirs it more 
protection than that of the United 
States, where taxes and wages alike 
are higher.”

FEEDING IS IMPORTANT IN 
DAIRY HERD MANAGEMENT 


A dairy cow’s feed requirem ents in 
rn'Ik nm duction do not fluctuate 
w ith feed prices or with milk prices, 
says County Agent M. T. H artm an. 
Regardless of w hether milk prices 
go up cr down. the dairym an who 
carefully feeds his cov.s according 
to their individual needs is the one 
who will make the most money, says 
the County Agent. 
Dairymen wha wish to improve 
present conditions and future pros­ 
pects in their herds should weed out 
all low-producing ccws and feed 
those rem aining more carefully and 
better than ever before. 
The good cow should have a rest 
between milking periods cf six to 
eight weeks and be well fed during 
th at time. The result will lie cheap­ 
er production costs after th? next 


freshening. 
This is na time for guesswork on 
the dairy farm, says H artm an. The 
milk from cash ccw should be care­ 
fully weighed at regular iiBerva’" 
and the inform ation thus obtained 
used as a basis for determ ining hor 
fate. 
If her feed is good and pro­ 
duction low, her removal from the 
herd will stop a serious loss. If her 
production is good, the milk weights 
are a dependable guide as to the I 
am ount of grain she can profitably 
use. 
Too much or too little grain 
increases production 
-est*. 
The county agent urges dairymen 
to uce 'rales regu’afly in weighing 
the milk of each cow not only to 
determ ine her production but also 


This means th at severe early freezes 
will injure the germ ination pros- 
l>ects of such com . 
While it apparently is too late to 
prevent damage to some of the corn 
expected to furnish seed for the 
1937 crop, quick work on the part 
of farm ers who want to be sure of 
good seed may help. 
Fortunate is the farm er who lias 
a we ll-ventilated place where he can 
dry his seed cern, with heat lf neces­ 
sary- Such a farm er appreciates the 
value of well-cured seed and would 
not be without It.

He is lean and gaunt, and he gets 
! around (when he does) on a cane. 
; Three years ago it looked as if he 
would vault the pearly gates for his 
| last stunt. His gody broken and his 
nerves shot, he still recovered. 
But 
his stunting days were 
over, 
and 
he was still In his 30’s then. 
The 
movie 
relief 
fund 
regards 
stunt men as “transients” in the 
business, but fellows in his profes­ 
sion made such a plea that an ex­ 
ception was made. 
Dick gets his 
rent paid and a little money for 
himself and his cheerful young wife, 
who can’t work either because if she 
did there would have to be a nurse 


for Dick. 
Dick is "just line”—some 
days. 
Cheerful Despite Situation 
Dick is a cheerful cuss, too. 
Ho 
hates this relief business and want* 
to work, but what can he do? 
Ex­ 
tra work, yes, when he can get it 
and 
it’s a 
sitting-down job. His 
bitterness, when it crops out occas­ 
ionally, is for the m ovies’ attitude 
toward stunt men in general. 
At that, he says, it is better now 
than it was in the old days. W hen 
Dick started, back in the two-reel 
comedy era of the films, men risked 
their necks for $3 a day, with a 3- 
day guarantee. 
Now a stunt m an 
can ask from $35 to $500 per stunt, 
or more if the danger warrants. He 
can ask, but he won’t always get it. 
“It’d kill you,” says 
Dick, 
“the 
beefs we got when we asked a d e -ll 
cent price for a trick that som«. » 
writer sat down and dashed off. 
‘ The boys who can still do 'em 
are getting the same beefs. 
They 
have to listen to men who sit be­ 
hind 
desks and haggle with 
tnem 
over 
what their lives 
are worth. 
The fellow who hires the stunt man 
never sees the stunt, except on pa­ 
per. 
All he sees is the money he 
can save for the studio if he can 
get it done for less. . . . They don’t 
realize that a stunt man Is a sort 
of insurance policy on their picture. 
They pay us a premium and we 
guarantee that none of their high- 
priced people is going to get hurt 
and cost ’em from $250,000 up in 
delays. . . . ” 
All 'Behind Eight-Ball’ 
Dick got Ills start in the days 
when stunts were harder and less 
protected by safety equipment. 
He 
gets no state compensation because 
“like the fellow caught in the buzz­ 
saw, I couldn't tell what tooth bit 
me.”
